To Appease Russia 


By STANLEY JOHNSON 
PARIS—IMP)—The United States, 
Britain and Fiance introduced in 
the United Nations today a re­ 
vised disarmament plan. It re­ 
tains basic ideas of their original 
proposals but quakes some changes 
on secondary issues in an effort to 
reach an agreement with Soviet 
Russia.

Ambassador Philip Jessup lost a 
chance to explain it publicly this 
afternon because

npHE rumors that have been spreading 
through the community the past sev­ 
eral 
weeks regarding 
marijuana 
have 
reached frightening proportions but are 
wholly without basis in fact or in common 
sense. 
School officials and Escanaba police of­ 
ficials have conducted extensive investi­ 
gations regarding the rumors that mari­ 
juana is being freely distributed in the 
community and that a number of school 
students are using 
“reefers,” 
marijuana 
cigarettes. 
Neither of the investigations 
has uncovered the slightest bit of evidence 
that any students are using marijuana or 
other dope. Further, the 
investigations 
have not disclosed any evidence that there 
is now or has been any marijuana dis­ 
tributed in the community. 
Certainly no high school students have 
been arrested despite the persistent and 
baseless rumor that many students have 
been picked up by police officers on mari- 


Churchill Errs On 
A-Bomb Base Issue 
P 
RIME MINISTER CHURCHILL seems 
to be worried over the issue whether 
U. S. Air Force bases 
in 
Britain, 
are 
planned as potential jump-offs for planes 
to deliver atomic bombs against Russia. 
Jle contends the predecessor Labor gov­ 
ernment, by a 1948 agreement with 
this 
•ountry, 
granted America permission to 
prepare the bases for such possible 
use. 
Former 
Prime Minister Clement Attlee 
says this was 
“never suggested.” 
But 
Churchill insists that is the impression we 
have gained, and that it puts Britain in the 
“front line should there be a third world 
war.” 
For the eminent Churchill this is pretty 
strange talk. He well understands the im­ 
portance 
of 
America’s big stockpile of 
atomic bombs. It is the great deterrent to 
Russian ambition for conqquest. 
As be well knows, the only thing that 
counts with the Soviet Union is power— 
power which is not merely potential but 
can be applied. In the case of atomic weap­ 
ons, that means bombs which can be de­ 
livered. 
The military experts are agreed that our 
capacity to deliver atomic bombs against 
Russia depends partly on long-range stra­ 
tegic aircraft, namely, the B-36; and partly 
upon intermediate bombers like the B-29 
and the coming jet B-47. As has often been 
stressed, these latter must operate from 
bases in Europe or North Africa to be ef­ 
fective. 
The whole concept of Western air de­ 
fense is founded on this fact. Because of it, 
we are in process of erecting a string of 
bases around the perimeter of the Con­ 
tinent, and in France. It is for this reason 
we desire bases in Spain. And the fields 
we now operate in Britain fit logically in­ 
to this pattern. 
How does Churchill expect our atomic 
strength to deter the Russians if we are 
denied opportunity to prepare bases so the 
bombs can be delivered? He seems to be 
saying he wants Britain to have the pro­ 
tection these bombs give, 
but does not 
wish his country to share the risks that go 
with sound preparation for that purpose. 
It is not any dubious Labor government 
••permission” for use of bases by A-bomb- 
carrying planes which has put Britain in 
the front lines. Geography has done Jjiat. 
Where could the British Isles be but rn the 
fore-front, should another war come? 
> 
Inevitably, the islands would be hit and 
hit hard by a ruthless enemy 
bent 
on 
crushing its opponent swiftly enough 
to 
prevent effective retaliation. But Britain 
and the other nations of Europe are mis­ 
taken if they imagine they would bear the 
full blunt this time. That would fall upon 
America, not the outposts. 
For 
Russia 
knows it would have slim chance to win if 
it could not knock us flat at the start. 
The charitable view is to assume thai 
Churchill must have been talking for home 
consumption, trying to appease the neu­ 
tralists and fear-mongers who today find 
so ready an audience among 
a 
people 
wearied by two great wars. Certainly these 
statements cannot reflect his considered 
thought. 
For there is neither sense nor 
statesmanship in them.

—to indicate that marijuana or narcotics 
in any form is being distributed in Esca­ 
naba to high school students or to anyone, 
the police would indeed be happy to get 
the information. So would the school offi­ 
cials. 
The circulation of these baseless rumors 
is unfortunate and, of course, it is palpably 
unfair to youngsters. 
Investigations have 
traced the sources of many of these ru­ 
mors. In each instance it was learned that 
the original statement bore no resemblance 
to the rumor as it emerged 24 hours later. 
It gained stature as it passed from mouth 
to mouth. 
For instance, in Escanaba the earliest 
rum or started when a man gave two young 
girls—grade school youngsters—a 
couple 
of sticks of gum. One of the girls later de­ 
veloped a slight headache. The cause was 
in no way connected with the 
stick 
of 
chewing gum but in a matter of hours, a 
story spread that the girls had been given 
m arijuana gum. As far as we have been 
able to ascertain, there simply is no such 
thing as marijuana gum. 
The next time we heard the story it had 
new embellishments. This time the rumor, 
circulating as fact, reported that a man in 
a blue car had distributed m arijuana gum 
to all students at the junior high school. 
From there the rumor reached the fright­ 
ening story that “about 20” high 
school 
students had been arrested 
for 
smoking 
m arijuana cigarettes. 
That's the way rumors spread, gathering 
momentum and new twists as they pass 
along the way. 


Truce Talks Stumble 
On Prisoner Exchange 
rpHE fears of United Nations m ilitary of- 
ficials that the Communists may not 
yield all UN prisoners captured in the Ko­ 
rean fighting are justified fears in view of 
what has happened in Soviet Russia after 
World 
War 
II 
Russia still holds many 
prisoners of war and has yet to account for 
thousands of Germans who simply vanish­ 
ed on Soviet soil. The same is true of many 
Japanese snatched by Russia in the final 
days of the war in the Pacific. 
The U. N. command has suggested that 
prisoners in the Korean war be exchanged 
on a man-for-man basis. 
Actually, 
of 
course, the U. N. has no desire to hold any 
of the Chinese Communist or North Ko­ 
rean prisoners of war after an armistice 
has been signed. What the U. N. does want 
is positive assurance that every prisoner 
held by the Communists will be released. 
The proposal to exchange man for man is 
simply designed as a lever. 
The Reds thus far have refused to say 
how many UN prisoners they are holding. 
Estimates by U. N. commanders are as high 
as 139,000. Since thousands of Americans 
and other U. N. troops captured by the 
Communists were massacred, . the Reds 
cannot repatriate these unfortunate sold­ 
iers.

Merry-Go-Round

WASHINGTON—Speaker Sam Rayburn 
has grimly warned President Truman to 
take the initiative in cleaning up the ad­ 
ministration, or have his legislative pro­ 
gram wrecked. The speaker recommended 
that a crusading attorney general be nam­ 
ed to start prosecutions. 
The shrewd Texan, 
a veteran of many 
political storms, is described by friends as 
‘‘extremely concerned” by the 
scandals. 
He told the president that, if he did not act 
quickly, mink coats would be thrown at 
the administration on every bill sent to 
Congress from 1600 Pennsylvania avenue. 
Under these circumstances Rayburn w arn­ 
ed, Democratic leaders wrould have no hope 
of controlling even a majority of their paf- 
ty members. 
In private the speaker has gone much 
further. 
“Harry Truman is a dead duck 
politically right now,” Rayburn has told 
friends, “and the party will be just as dead 
unless we can prove to the people we’re 
cleaning out our own black sheep. If the 
administration 
won't 
move, it’s up to 
Democrats in Congress to do it. After all, 
every one of us is concerned. The tax scan­ 
dals are hurting us badly.” 
Rayburn has also intimated it might be 
necessary for party leaders on Capitol Hill 
to repudiate the Truman administration— 
unless the president moved energetically. 
THE PRICE OF BILL OATIS

Tank-Town Rattlers 
Local Passenger Trains Are Fast 


Disappearing From American Scene 


The tank-town rattler, which 
hauled many a country boy on his 
first lap to big city success, may 
be rolling into its last mile. 
“Rattler” is the traveling sales­ 
man’s word for the twp-or three- 
car local passenger trains which 
have served many small cities and 
towns since the middle of the last 
century. Their numbers have been 
shrinking ever since the early 
1920’s, when passenger car and 
motor bus competition began to 
grow severe. Since World War II 
the pace has grown faster, and, 
say some railroad men, the “rat­ 
tler” may soon join the horse car 
as a museum piece. 
One evening recently the Mil­ 
waukee Railroad's local train No. 
38 chugged into its Savana, 111., 
terminal. It had made its last trip 
to Dubuque, la., 48 miles away— 
something it had been doing more 
or less regularly since 1871, the 
year of the great Chicago fire. 
Some months before, residents 
of the town of Bedford, Ind., bid 
an affectionate good-bye to the 
Milwaukee’s “Little Hiawatha” as 
it left on its final run to Terre 
Haute, 82 miles to the w’est. 
The 
service dated back to 1890. 
The town-folk of Beckley, in the 
coal-rich hills of West Virginia, 
speak fondly—but in the past tense 
—of “Fanny,” a two-car passenger 
train that us?d to shuttle daily 
over the 57 miles of Chesapeake & 
Ohio track between Beckley and 
the towm of Prince. 
“Fanny” was 
46 years old W'hen she plodded 
down to Prince for the last time. 
Magnificent Neglect 
Passengers aboard 
the “Little 
Hiawatha” on its last run included 
a gentleman who had ridden it on 
its first trip over 60 years earlier. 
But e’d only ridden it once in the 
meantime—and that was 27 years 
ago. 
This type of neglect, say 
railroad men, is the underlying 
reason many local trains are being 
taken out of service. 
“Most everyone loved the tank- 
tdwn locals,” one old railroader 
declares. “Trouble is,’ hardly any­ 
one 
rode them or put goods on 
them. 
With 
severe 
competition 
from trucks, busses 
and 
private 
autos, and soaring costs of run­ 
ning a railroad, we’re getting rid 
of the locals as fast as we can.” 
On many of these trains, w’hich 
usually perform local mail, express 
and baggage service as well, the 
crews 
have 
often 
outnumbered 
passengers in recent years. 
The 
experts are predicting that before 
very long railway passenger ser­ 
vice will be limited to mainline 
runs between major 
cities, 
plus 
some commutation business. 
15 Years To Live 
Declares E. J. Nolan, attorney- 
examiner for the Ohio Public Util­ 
ities 
Commission: 
"Within 
15 
years there will be no passenger 
trains operating on local runs be­ 
tween the smaller cities in this 
state.” 
He notes that every year 
sees an increase in the number of 


era Railway Co., agrees: “Local 
passenger service which the public 
no longer uses or needs, at huge 
out-of-pocket losses for the rail­ 
roads, is definitely not in the pub­ 
lic interest.” The Southern oper­ 
ates in most of the Southeastern 
states from Virginia to Florida to 
Louisiana and reaches across the 
Mason-Dixon line into Kentucky, 
Indiana and Illinois. 
There are no overall figures on 
the numbers of 
local 
passenger 
trains in service. Railroad s ta tis­ 
ticians don’t separate the rattlers 
from streamlined 
expresses 
and 
commuter trains in their computa- 
tations. 
Some indication of the 
magnitude of the decline may be 
seen though, in the drop in the 
number of miles traveled by pas­ 
senger trains since the early 1920’s. 
In the years 1921-25, U. S. pas­ 
senger trains traveled an average 
of about 564 million mites—some 
37 per cent more than last year. 
That this drop has been mostly in 
the short-ride mileage may be in­ 
ferred from figures on the aver­ 
age passenger’s journey. 
It has 
increased from 36 miles in 1921 to 
63 miles. 
Half-a-Billion Loss 
Railroad executives say that un­ 
profitable branch lines account for 
a substantial part of their peren­ 
nial losses from passenger trans­ 
portation. 
Last 
year, this oper­ 
ating deficit was a staggering $508 
million. 
Had it not been for a 
big windfall in the form of an add­ 
ed payment by the Government 
for hauling mail—something rail­ 
roads include as passenger reven­ 
ue—the loss would have been over 
$615 million. In 1949, the red fig­ 
ure hit a record $650 million. 
One of the nation’s biggest pas­ 
senger carriers, New York Central, 
had a passenger loss last year of 
$33,900,000; in 1949, of $49,600,000. 
“We have profitable passenger 
trains,” comments Gustav Metz- 
man. Central president, “and we 
have unprofitable p a s s e n g e r 
trains.” He cites as profit-makers 
the Knickerbocker operating be­ 
tween New York and St. Louis, 
the Empire State Express, between 
New York, Buffalo, Cleveland and 
Detroit; and the Twentieth Cen­ 
tury 
Limited 
and 
Commodore 
Vanderbilt, between Chicago and 
New York—each 
with 
revenues 
last year in excess of $4 million. 
“These trains, and others of this 
t^pe, are quite attractive ones— 
both to the railroad and to the 
public,” says the Central head. 
“The big 
money-losers,” 
Mr. 
Metzman observes sadly, “are the 
semi-deserted branch line and lo­ 
cal trains. 
We’re 
regularly 
at 
work to abandon numbers of these, 
but with varying degrees of suc­ 
cess.” 
Courts. Commissions Control 
Railroads can’t just lop off trains 
at will—even if

Williams, “but we expect to re­ 
duce our passenger traffic deficit 
further during the current year. 
Last year’s loss was over $20 mil­ 
lion, but a drop of 8.8 “per cent 
from 1949. 
We have hopes that 
eventually we may break even on 
an 
out-of-pocket, or avoidable, 
cost basis.” 
• Between June of 1949 and April, 
1951, North 
Western 
eliminated 
1,559,640 annual train miles, re­ 
sulting in out-of-pocket operating 
savings of $1,200,000. 
Savings on 
individual trains run as high as 
$141,000, and as moderate as $3,500 
with an average of about $40,000 
for a pair of trains operating on 
one particular run. * 
North Western’s biggest passen­ 
ger loss is in suburban commuter 
service—$3 million last year—but 
it makes money on some trains, 
including its “400” fleet of high 
speed, diesel-powered streamlin­ 
ers. 
Milwaukee Road's Program 
In 1950 alone, the Milwaukee 
Road dropped 732.009 annual miles 
of unprofitable passenger services, 
with savings in out-of-pocket costs 
of $1,800,000. 
Since it began an 
energetic program of reducing un­ 
profitable passenger service early 
in 1949, a total of 2,481,000 miles 
have been cut out. 
“We don’t abandon the service,” 
comments President John P. Kiley. 
“It’s the public that abandons the 
railroad.” 
“We find it’s one thing to main­ 
tain popular, though unprofitable, 
service, but when we have the 
combination of unprofitable and 
unpopular service, it’s just not fair 
to ask us to continue.” 
By cutting out ten trains be­ 
tween January, 1947, and Decem­ 
ber, 1950, Atlantic Coast Line sav­ 
ed $1,500,000 in annual operating 
expenses. 
Southern Railway, in 
the same period, saved $1,600,000. 
In 1949 and 1950, Mis;*ouri-Kan- 
sas-Texas lines pared 540,531 an­ 
nual train-miles from passenger 
operations. 
Last spring the road 
was successful in dropping some 
of its “most unprofitable” trains— 
Nos. 23 and 24 between Kansas 
City and Parsons, Kau. — saving 
99,200 annual 
train-miles; 
and 
Nos. 23 and 28 between Parsons 
and Oklahoma City, saving an­ 
other 151,767 annual miles.—From 
Wail Street Journal.

I scrib­ 
bled notes and the doctor emphasized his 
points with jabs of a forefinger. 
“Blood banks are not inexhaustible. 
It is Hie experience ail over the country 
that for each pint of Mood used from tho 
bank, two pinta are needed to keep up 
the supply. 
“There is a variety of types of blood. 
Unless the bank is maintained with att 
types on hand it does not fully serve its 
purpose. 
“When a pint of blood is used from the 
bank, the family of the 
patient 
should^ 
donate two pints. The blood from the bank * 
is free and it should be replaced freely. 
Tell them 'the blood they give may later 
help to save a life—their own. 
“Families could pay for the blood. Bul 
that isn’t the answer. You can’t transfuse 
with dimes or dollars. 
“And in emergencies you can’t delay. A 
well stocked blood bank is the only an­ 
swer. 
Emphasize 
that 
the blood bank 
needs two for one—two 
pints of blood 
donated by the family to replace each one 
the patient receives.” 
Note: Although he is chairman of the 
blood bank committee, 
the doctor asked 
me if it was necessary to use his name. I 
am using it to quote the direct force of his 
statement requesting support of the local 
blood bank.

Power With Words 
By Dr. C. E. Funk 


“Hydrophobia” was known to the ancient 
Greeks, who coined the word, from “hv- 
dor,” water, and “phobos,” dread or fear, 
under the mistaken notion 
that 
rabies 
(RAY-bi-eez or RAY-beez) 
came from 
lear of water. But people did not begin 
to apply “phobia” generally to other kinds 
of fears or dreads 
until 
the nineteenth 
century. Then they ran riot. Among the 
nonsense 
coinages 
were 
“dustophobia,” 
fear of dust, 
“penophobia,” 
dread of 
writing, “swinophobia,” fear of hogs, and 
a variety of others. 
In the latter part of that century, how­ 
ever, the fear or dread of things bogan 
to be taken more seriously; it was learned 
that aversion to certain things was actual, 
not merely imaginary. 
Then 
“phobias” 
were discovered that no one had previous­ 
ly dreamed of, and all, with rr\pch poring 
over Greek dictionaries, w*ere properly 
named. The nonsense “dustophobia,” for 
example, became “rupophobia,” 
diead of 
dirt, a genuine ailment affecting some 
housewives—not 
many, 
fortunately 
for 
most husbands. 
Early among these mental ailments to 
be named, and quite common, was the 
fear of dogs. This properly was given the 
technical 
name, 
“cynophobia,” 
(SIN-o- 
FO’-bi-uh), from the Latinized form of 
Greek “kyon,” dog. However, those fond 
of dogs, greatly outnumbering those W'ho 
fear or dislike dogs, were 
not 
long in 
finding a name for themselves too, and 
the word “eynophile” (SIN-o-fil) came in­ 
to the language. That was about seventy 
years ago. (Incidentally, the first part of 
these w'ords 
may also 
be 
pronounced 
“SY-no,” and and **philt” 
be 
spoken 
“file.”)

Apple Juice Taxed 


But Cider Goes Free 


LANSING— (ZP) —Cider, 
un­ 
less it is fermented, is offically ap­ 
ple juice in Michigan and as such 
is subject to a tax, the state agri­ 
cultural department said. 
Miles A. Nelson, marketing and 
enforcement chief, sent a letter to 
all apple processors in the state 
reminding that such a ruling had 
been made by the attorney gener­ 
al’s office and the state supreme 
court. 
The apple tax law exempts ci- 
I der, but then defines apple 
juice 
as any unfermented

Yule Holly Custom 
Really Stemmed 
From Druid Ritual 


C redit the pagan D ruids for in­ 
spiring one of the nice Christm as 
custom s—decorating 
w ith 
holly. 
The traditional holly for the holi­ 
days is widely believed to have 
had its origin in the Druid prac­ 
tice of bringing holly sprigs in­ 
doors. 
So says Don H. Fowler of 
the Davey tree experts, who points 
out the Druids believed woodland 
spirits lived in the holly. 
Indoors, holly gave the spirits 
a nice w arm place in W inter. Be­ 
sides, the lush green holly and the 
contrast of its red berries provided 
beauty that could be revered by 
m en when the sacred oaks were 
shorn of their foliage. 
The 
early 
C hristian 
church 
frow ned on such pagan customs 
and tried to stam p them out. 
In 
due time, however, it was felt that 
some of the customs could be 
adapted to the new Christm as con­ 
ception. 
Some beautiful legends associate 
the holly with Christ. 
In fact, it 
is often called the C hrist thorn. 
One legend depicts the leaf spines 
as the crown of thorns; the red 
berries as the sins of the world 
ber 
ai/d the blood of Christ. 
A nother 
credits holly w ith first springing 
up from the footsteps 
of 
Christ. 
The plant is said to rem ain green 
all W inter as a rew ard for once 
hiding Christ from his pursuers. 
The im pact of the holly on the 
C hristm as celebration is evidenced 
in the traditional holiday colors, 
green and red. The D ruids w ere­ 
n ’t the only people of old who 
thought the holly was something 
special. 
Pliny, the great Roman 
historian, insisted holly blossoms 
caused w ater to freeze. Also, that 
holly throw n at any wild beast 
would make it lie down tam ely 
next to the branch.
